ful union is now ba rga ining, 


SIEMILLER, WHO LEARNED a bout free en­ 
terprise peddling newspa pers a nd shining shoes 
a s a mighty im poverished kid, now lea ds some 
900,000 ma chinists. Amongst them a re 40,000 
m echa nics a nd other ground personnel in more 
tha n 40 com mercia l a irlines a nd service in­ 
sta lla tions. 
Since he is now negotia ting jointly with five 
m a jor a irlines he wa s delighted to lea rn tha t 
the compa nies ha ve been ma king a profit for 
the first time. But he a lso wa s disturbed to 
lea rn fro mthe gra pevine tha t the Civil Aero­ 
na utics Boa rd wa s considering a directive cut­ 
ting a ir tra vel fa res. 


This would interfere with the compa nies' a bil­ 
ity to cut the pie a little bigger with their 
em ploy es. This. too. would prevent expa nsion. 
And it could sta ll the a irlines’ pla ns to throw 
$2.4 billion ba ck into moderniza tion of ground 
fa cilities a nd spa ce a ge a ir tra nsporta tion, a s 
well as developing tiny a irports in sm a ller com­ 
munities every where. 


True, the money would go into futuristic a uto­ 
ma tion. 
But this does not disturb Siemiller, 
now ra pidly becoming one of the a cticists in the 
America n Founda tion on Automa tion a nd Em ­ 
ploy ment, a long with its founder, the m edia tor’s 
m edia tor, Ted Kheel. 


The m a chinists' president is not one of those 
running sca red from a utoma tion. He a nd his 
resea rchers know tha t the a irlines will need 
more tha n 50,000 new em ploy es by 1970. 


They know, too, tha t the new super-speed 
a ir buses, which soon will ha ve a stra pha nger 
touch, will need va stly improved a irports. And 
before the a eria l ra pid tra nsit ca n get into the 
a ir, the cra ft must be built. 


This mea ns jobs. So ma ny jobs, in fa ct, tha t 
the ma chinists union's newspa per ha s been re­ 
porting considera ble openings for skilled m e­ 
cha nics, “ union wa ges a nd conditions, housing 
a va ila ble." 


It's a ll tied up with the a bility of the a irlines 
to pour some of their profits ba ck into the 
business. So, recently , Siemiller wrote to Cha rles 
S. Murphy , cha irma n of the CAB, wa rning him 
to obey “ the la ws of ba sic econom ics.’’ 
“ In negotia tion a fter negotia tion,’’ sa id Sie­ 
m iller, “ our efforts to secure a more equita ble 
pa ttern of wa ges a nd working conditions for 
a irline ground personnel ha ve been frustra ted 
by the ca rriers’ irrefuta ble la ck of profits.’’ 
Siemiller. with sledgeha mmer politeness, then 
pointed out tha t, “ Now, however, for the first 
tim e tha t situa tion ha s cha nged. The ca rriers 
a re ma king a profit. The level of tha t profit— 
10 per cent on investment — is one which the 
CAB severa l y ea rs a go described a s rea sona ble 
a nd proper ’’

New Bra nd of Tea cher 


Ca ll it lift, ca ll it thrust, ca ll it Sputnik — 
there is something exciting ha ppening in Amer- 
ica n educa tion toda y . From nursery school to 
the ivy ha lls, the educa tiona l monolith is re­ 
sha ping itself to wa ge the ba ttle of the free 
world over the minds of men. To this dedica tion, 
there is a new breed of tea chers a rising, re­ 
cha rging them selves so tha t this genera tion of 
y ouths ma y deliver its messa ge. 


The ferment of socia l cha nge ma y be seen in 
cla ssroom s throughout the country . As the pen­ 
dulum of educa tion swings from worship to 
mediocrity to pursuit of excellence, a n ideologi­ 
ca l revolution is ta king pla ce. The tra dition of 
common educa tion for the m a sses gives wa y to 
the dema nd for specia liza tion. Thus, pilot pro­ 
gra m s a rc born a nd the rigid cla ssroom struc- 
ture becomes the mobile cluster of the lea rning 
la bora tories.

Sha rply a wa re of his importa nce to surviva l, 
the 20th century educa tor is no longer content 
with second cla ss citizenship bestowed upon the 
humble schoolma tes a nd the lowly schoolma rm 
of y estery ea rs. The educa tor for the spa ce a ge 
rides ta ll in the sa ddle, knowing himself to b« 
a member of the la rgest single sector of highly 
educa ted people in his or a ny other community . 
Fa r a nd wide, the tide of professiona l recogni­ 
tion for the America n tea cher is running high.

Galvanized Steel Becoming 


Popular As House Siding 


Look at the siding on a house 
these days and you can t tell 
whether it is made of wood or 
aluminum or plastic or cottage 
cheese. 
Factory-applied 
paint coat­ 
ings give a look-alike appear­ 
ance to most sidings, no mat­ 
ter what they’re made of—and 
there are very few materials 
that haven’t found their way 
Into the building market as res­ 
idential 
siding. 
The theory 
aeems to be that home owners 
•re willing to use almost any 
material if they’re convinced of 
its advantages, but they still 
don’t want it to look too indivi­ 
dual. 
A familiar material gaining 
popularity as a house siding is 
galvanized steel, clothed in ac­ 
rylic enamel colors of white, 
ivory, beige, yellow, light blue, 
gray and green. The panels 
are 12** feet long and 8 inches 
wide, with a thickness of 017 
Inches. 
Because 
they 
weigh 
wily 8 ^ pounds each, they can 
be handled by a single instal­ 
ler, either a professional or a 
do-it-yourselfer. 
The manufacturers 
of steel 


siding 
guarantee 
the surface 
against chipping, peeling and 
flaking for 20 years. They say 
such a guarantee is possible be­ 
cause of the zinc coating on 
the steel. If the surface of gal­ 
vanized steel is scratched, ex­ 
posing the bare steel, zinc has 
the unique quality of “ healing” 
over the exposed surface to pro­ 
tect it. This attribute has given 
zinc the nickname of "a sacri­ 
ficial metal.” The protective 
phenomenon occurs even after 
the zinc • coated panels have 
been painted. 
Steel siding is naturally ter­ 
mite-proof. Also, say its adher­ 
ents, it expands so slightly that 
rapid temperature changes do 
not cause it to produce strange 
noises. Because of its ability to 
withstand impacts, it does not 
require “backer boards” dur­ 
ing installation. 
Home handymen capable of 
installing siding can get instruc­ 
tions on the minor changes ac­ 
cessary for the use of galva- 
ir.ed steel, such as the impor­ 
tance of using zinc - coated 
naiJs and the grounding of the 
lowest course with copper wire. 


Efficient Layout Is Key 


To Work-Saving Kitchen 


No matter how you dress it 
tip. a kitchen is primarily 
a 
workshop. For a homemaker to 
do her best work there, it must 
be set up efficiently. 
Yet, says the trade journal 
Building 
Supply 
News, many 
housewives labor in kitchens 
that are poorly planned, incon­ 
venient and considerably 
less 
efficient than their husbands’ 
basement workshops. 
The key to an efficient kit­ 
chen is a layout that eliminates 


unnecessary steps and motion. 
Kitchen designs can be reduc­ 
ed to four basic layouts: (14 
one-wall design, where applian­ 
ces, work space and storage are 
placed along one wall; (2) cor­ 
ridor design, where they are 
placed along two facing walls; 
(3) L-shape. which uses two ad­ 
joining walls, and (4) U-shape, 
which uses three walls. 
The L- and U- shapes 
are 
: considered the most efficient, 
but 
size and shape of the kit­ 


chen sometimes prevent their 
use. 
In any of these designs, says 
Building Supply News, proper 
placement of major work areas 
is necessary for efficiency. It 
recommends a good “ work tri­ 
angle” to save time and mo­ 
tion. 


AN EFFICIENT WORK pat 
tern is achieved best where the 
range, sink and refrigerator * 
freezer 
are 
located 
at 
the 
three points of an almost equi­ 
lateral triangle, with seven feet 
the greatest distance between 
any appliances. The triangle 
gives a housewife plenty of el­ 
bow room, ye* places the ap­ 
pliances within easy reach to 
save 
unnecessary 
and 
back­ 
tracking. 
Adequate countertop space is 
also necessary to an efficient 
kitchen. There should be work 
areas on either side of the sink, 
near the refrigerator - freezer, 
and at least two feet of coun­ 
tertop surfaced with heatproof 
material next to the range. 
Properly placed cabinets have 
a triple role in good kitchen de­ 
sign, the trade journal points 
out. They should fill in the space 
between major appliances, pro­ 
vide storage and look attract­ 
ive. Build-in cabinets combined 
with modern built-in appliances 
are especially pleasing to the 
eye. 


FOR MAXIMUM USE, both 
base and wall cabinets should 
be 
easily accessible. 
'Hiey 
should allow at least six square 
feet of shelf space for 
each 
member of the family, plus an 
extra 12 square feet for “sur­ 
plus" equipment and supplies. 
As with countertop space, they 
! should be appropriate in size 
and location to the appliance 
with which they will be used 
Even the finishing 
touches 
can add to kitchen efficiency. 
Lighting should be adequate for 
every kitchen task. 
Electrical 
outlets shouid be sufficient in 
number and conveniently plac­ 
ed. Walls, especially behind the 
range and sink, should be dirt- 
resistant and easy to clean, and 
floor coverings should be able 
to take spills and stains. 


Here's the Answer 


QUESTION: We have kitchen 
chairs with seats and backs of 
a vinyl material in red. 
We 
have changed the decor of our 
kitchen and would like to make 
the chair seats and backs a 
bright yellow, but have been 
told that ordinary paint will not 
last very long on a sur ace that 
will be sat upon 
and 
leaned 
against. 
Is this true? Is it necessary 
to give the surface special pre­ 
paration? How many coats are 
needed? 
ANSWER: 
The 
successful 
painting of a vinyl material 
which gets hard wear, such as 
seat cushions and backs, re­ 
quires the use of a special flex­ 
ible paint in the plastic fam-j 
lly. This paint is made by sev­ 
eral manufacturers. The type 
we have had experience with 
comes in a kit that contains a 
bottle of paint, a bottle of clean- 
er-conditioner and a small, bris­ 
tle brush. 
The first step is to clean the 
old surface thoroughly with the 
cleaner - conditioner. When the 
material is completely dry, the 
first coat of paint is applied 
with the bristle brush. Allow to 
dry overnight, then apply the 
second coat. In most cases, two 
coats are sufficient. But when 
a very light color is being ap­ 
plied over a dark color, such 
as in your case, a third coat 
may be necessary. 
The chairs 
should be set 
aside and not used for at least 
one day, two if possible, 
al­ 
though the paint actually is dry 
to the touch a short time after 
jit has been applied. For extra 
durability, a clear coating can 
be sprayed on in either a gloss 
or 
matte finish. The same 
i cleaner-conditioner used to pre­ 
pare the surface is also a sol­ 
vent; it therefore can be used

AKTRA’s New York local, re­ 
called that during those y ears 
“ the networks built large lateral 
facilities in Holly wood to 
ac­ 
commodate their program needs 
and constant pressure was plac­ 
ed on independent producers to 
originate their programs on the 
West Coast." 
“ In the absence of adeq uate 
facilities in New York, 
many 
of these producers did move to 
Holly wood,” he continued. 
“ During 1957 when sponsors, 
producers, and 
advertising 
agencies complained that the 
citv lacked adeq uate television 
facilities, conferences were ar­ 


ranged at the Mavor’g

GROOT NOTED THAT

LBJ Seeks Action 
On Electoral College 


WASHINGTON <AP» — Presi­ 
dent Johnson has passed the 
word he wants Congress to act 
next session on a proposed con­ 
stitutional amendment aimed at 
tightening up the Electoral Col­ 
lege sy stem 
Despite the failure of more 
than 100 previous attempts on 
Capitol Hill to change the meth­ 
od by which presidents and vice 
presidents are elected, Johnson 
was said to feel that the Con­ 
gress now may be in the mood 
to act. 
Johnson proposed last Janu­ 
ary 
that 
the Constitution be 
amended to abolish the Elector­ 
al College as such and to permit 
state officials to transmit to 
Congress the number of elector­ 
al votes cast for the presidential 
and vice-presidenial candidates 
receiving the highest popular 
vote in their state. 
This would close a loophole 
under which electors have the 


Ugal right to vote for some indi­ 
vidual other than the winner of 
the popular vote majority in his 
state. 
In 19 56 an Alabama elector 
refused to vote for Adlai E 
Stevenson and cast his ballot for 
Walter S. Jones. In I9 60 Sen 
Harry F Byrd. D-Va , got the 
electoral vote of an Oklahoma 
Republican, 
plus 
eight 
un­ 
pledged Mississippi and six un­ 
pledged Alabama Democrats. 
Johnson has made it clear he 
is opposed to splitting a state's 
e'ectoral vote between major 
candidates in proportion to their 
popular vote He said in a mes­ 
sage earlier this year that the 
present arrangement giving all 
of the electoral votes of a state 
to the popular vote winner “ sup­ 
ports 
the 
two-party 
sy stem 
which has served our nation 
well.” 
The administration-supported 


amendment also would change 
the method of electing a presi­ 
dent and vice president if no 
candidate got a majority of the 
electoral votes As the Constitu- 
ton stands, the House elects the 
president in such cases, with 
each state casting one vote. The 
Senate elects the vice president, 
with senators voting individual­ 
ly. 
Under the new proposal, if no 
candidate gets a majority of the 
electoral votes, the Senate and 
House would meet in joint ses­ 
sion to elect a president, and 
vice 
president 
bv 
individual 
vote of members, from among 
the three with the highest elec­ 
toral votes.
